RINGWORM 

During  1949  ringworm  of  the  scalp  was  prevalent  in  Saltbum.  Fifty-seven 
cases  attended  the  School  Clinic  for  diagnosis  or  treatment. 

Local  treatment  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  is  very  slow  in  producing  results. 
Consequently  most  of  the  cases  remained  infective  for  many  months.  A  few  had 
treatment  at  Middlesbrough  hospitals  and  cleared  up  very  quickly.  Some  parents 
refuse  to  have  this  treatment.  Other  cases  are  unsuitable  for  this  type  of  treatment.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Water  samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  first  half  of  the  year 
were  found  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  year  the  supply  of  water  was  proved  to  be  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  district. 

In  the  annual  report  for  1948  appeared  these  words,  “In  this  country  an 
adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply  is  looked  upon  not  as  a  luxury,  but  as 
part  of  the  ordinary  amenities  to  be  expected  as  a  matter  of  course  in  present 
day  life.  British  complacency  gets  rudely  jolted  every  now  and  then  and  prayers 
go  up  for  rain  to  come  down.” 

Our  complacency  was  jolted  in  the  second  half  of  1949.  A  winter  without 
snow  was  followed  by  an  exceptionally  dry  summer.  Households  were  without 
water  supply  for  days  on  end.  The  shortage  continued  for  many  weeks.  The 
supply  was  augmented  from  a  source  which  would  not  have  been  used  in  normal 
times.  The  filtration  of  the  water  became  imperfect  and  notices  had  to  be  posted 
all  over  the  district  directing  the  public  not  to  use  the  water  for  drinking  purposes 
without  boiling. 

Water  had  to  be  brought  from  Redcar  and  placed  in  tanks  at  strategic 
points  for  use  by  householders  for  cleaning  purposes. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  will  never  find  ourselves  in  this  predicament 
again,  that  effectual  measures  will  be  taken  to  see  that  there  is  sufficient  water 
to  meet  all  emergencies.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  annual  report  on  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
tor  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1949. 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  Water  Closets  in 
place  of  Pail  Closets  in  the  Marske  and  New  Marske  portions  of  the  district. 

Included  in  my  duties  is  that  of  Housing  Manager,  to  interview  prospective 
tenants  and  keep  all  records  of  applicants,  and  inspect  existing  living  accom¬ 
modation. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS 

Visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  cafes,  restaurant  kitchens  and  other 
premises,  and  various  commodities  were  examined  for  fitness  for  human  consump¬ 
tion.  These  premises  were  also  examined  for  fitness  for  use  for  the  preparation 
of  foods. 

The  total  weight  of  food  stuffs  condemned  for  684  lbs.,  and  comprised  the 
following  articles  ; —

MILK  SUPPLIES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  Act,  1945,  the  supervision  of  the  production 
of  milk  was  handed  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  F^'isheries  as  from 
1st  October,  and  the  registration  of  producers  and  supervision  of  milk  is  now  con¬ 
trolled  by  that  department. 

Five  samples  of  milk  produced  in  the  area  were  taken  previous  to  the  handing 
over  and  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Two  new  daries  were  constructed,  one  at  Grewgrass  Farm,  New  Marske,  and 
the  other  at  Underwood’s,  High  Street,  Marske. 

PASTEURISATION  PLANTS 

Two  plants  are  in  use  in  the  district,  one  being  situated  at  Marske  and  the 
second  plant  has  been  installed  at  Milton  Street,  Skltburn,  by  Messrs.  Gladders. 
Bros. 

The  supervision  and  control  of  these  two  pasteurising  plants  has,  with  effect 
from  the  1st  October,  1949,  been  handed  over  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
in  this  case  the  County  Health  Authority  at  Northallerton.  Apparently  these 
plants  can  be  better  controlled  from  Northallerton  than  from  Saltburn. 
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DELIVERY  OF  MILK 


The  bulk  of  the  milk  delivered  in  the  area  is  in  bottles,  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year  of  dirty  bottles  or  unsatisfactory  milk  supplies.

MEAT  SUPPLIES 

No  animals  other  than  bacon  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  in  the  area.  The 
whole  of  the  meat  supplies  delivered  to  the  butchers  are  received  via  Middles¬ 
brough  and  Redcar  allocation  depots. 

Bacon  pigs  slaughtered  during  the  year  were  examined  and  the  carcases  and 
all  organs  of  two  pigs  were  surrendered  by  the  owners,  these  being  effected  by 
geiiieralised  tuberculosis..  The  regulations  in  force  regarding  the  slaughter  of 
animals  and  unsound  or  diseased  meat  does  not  apply  to  these  animals,  and  the 
owners  of  the  carcases  need  not  have  surrendered  these,  but  could  have  disposed 
of  them  by  other  means. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933 

One  application  was  received  for  a  licence  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals. 


SHELLFISH 

The  Council  have  made  regulations  prohibiting  the  collection  of  shellfish  on 
the  foreshore  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

Many  people  collect  winkles  off  the  foreshore  area  adjoining  the  out-fall 
sewers,  and  the  area  around  Huntcliffe  is  highly  contaminated  with  sewerage. 
Persons  have  been  observed  collecting  large  quantities  of  these  winkles,  but  on 
being  questioned  as  to  their  final  disposal  they  state  that  they  are  for  their  own 
consumption.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  a  person  will  have  a  sufficient  liking  for 
winkles  to  consume  them  in  J-cwts. 

This  reveals  one  of  the  weaknesses  in  the  law  relating  to  shellfish  ;  it  must 
be  proved  that  they  are  for  sale  before  any  action  can  be  taken. 


FACTORY  ACT,  1937 

31  premises  on  the  register  were  visited  and  6  notices  were  served  in  respect 
of  breaches  of  the  Act.  There  are  two  underground  bakehouses  in  the  area.  One 
outworker  is  employed  in  the  area. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 

2740  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  the  Urban  area  for  the  purpose  of  inspec¬ 
tion  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  340  notices  in  respect  of  nuisances  and 
contraventions  of  Public  Health,  Milk  and  Dairies,  Food  and  Drugs,  Factory  and 
other  Acts  and  Orders.

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  in  the  area,  and  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  washing  facilities,  cellars,  pipe  lines,  glasses,  etc.  inspected. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  camping  sites  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  These  have  been  visited  regularly  and  the  licensees  interviewed  in 
an  endeavour  to  bring  these  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Council. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a  sufficient  water  supply  due  to 
inadequate  mains,  and  the  licensees  are  reluctant  to  spend  money  on  providing 
facilities  as  in  both  cases  they  are  only  agricultural  tenants. 

In  July,  1949,  the  Council  decided  to  serve  notice  on  the  licensee  of  Windy 
Hill  camping  site  to  cease  using  it  for  that  purpose  as  he  had  failed  to  comply 
with  the  Council’s  requirements.  Notice  was  served  on  him  to  that  effect  and  all 
caravans  were  removed  during  September  and  October. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934 

Shop  premises  were  visited  with  regard  to  sanitary  and  washing  accommoda¬ 
tion. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919 

It  was  found  necessary  to  employ  tiie  Rodent  Operator  on  a  full-time  basis, 
and  two  treatments  of  the  sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  This  service 
IS  provided  free  to  domestic  premises,  but  the  cost,  in  time  and  material,  is 
charged  to  occupiers  of  business  premises. 

During  August  a  heavy  infestation  was  found  in  the  sewer  system  at  New 
Marske  and  the  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  a  special  treatment.  This  infestation 
was  found  through  the  sewer  system  being  opened  up  for  the  privy  pail  conversion 
scheme,  as  previous  to  the  installation  of  water  closets  there  were  no  manholes  on 
the  full  length  of  the  New  Marske  streets. 

An  estimated  kill  for  the  year  was  2159. 

SQUATTERS’  CAMP.  LONGBECK  ESTATE,  MARSKE 

At  the  year  ending  December,  1949,  there  were  62  families  living  in  this 
ex-Army  Camp,  consisting  of  214  persons. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition  by  the  tenants, 
and  a  number  have  been  closed  down  during  the  year  and  the  tenants  have  been 
re-housed  in  Council  houses.

HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  326  housing  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  Register.  This  showed  a  decrease  of  92  on  the  previous  year’s  total. 

Houses  are  still  being  allocated  on  a  points  scheme  basis,  points  being  given 
tor  the  number  in  the  family,  war  service,  overcrowding,  living  under  a  tenancy 
not  covered  by  the  Rents  Restrictions  Act,  ill  health,  local  residence,  etc.  The 
applicants  are  then  considered  in  groups  by  the  Housing  Sub-Committee,  who 
select  a  number  of  tenants  for  investigation.  These  are  checked  individually  by 
myself  and  are  then  further  considered  by  the  Sub-Committee,  who  then  select 
the  desired  number  of  tenants  by  a  process  of  elimination  of  where  it  is  considered 
there  is  the  least  hardship.  The  tenants  are  considered  in  advance  of  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  houses  so  that  they  can  make  full  preparations  for  moving  into  the 
houses. 

During  the  year  the  Council  revised  their  points  scheme,  in  accordance  with 
the  third  annual  report  of  the  Housing  Management  Sub-Committee  of  the  Central 
Housing  Advisory  Committee,  v/ith  a  view  to  getting  a  more  balanced  scheme. 

During  the  year  83  tenants  moved  into  new  Council  houses.
